Letter to be presented to reinstate 
East Jordan City Clerk 


A letter to the mayor of East 
Jordan was circulated to present at 
the city council’s regular meeting 
Tuesday night, Sept. 20, requesting 
that the mayor and the council re- 
consider their decision to dismiss 
clerk-treasurer Fern Mortis.

Waldner lawsuit

The vote on reducing county mil- 
lage from 15 to 13 milis, which never 
came off last spring, is not a dead 
issue. According to Charlevoix Coun- 
ty attorney Steven Barney, a motion 
date fot a lawsuit has been set for 
Wednesday, Sept. 28 at 9:20 a.m. in 
circuit court, Charlevoix. 

The suit was filed by Karl Waldner 
of Wilson Township when county 
commissioners refused a petition by 
Waldner, head of Organized Votets of 
America, for an election on reduction 
of taxes. The election was denied by 
the commissionets, although the sig- 
natures on the petition wete proper 
and sufficient, because it specified

that .2 of a mill of taxes collected 
should be assigned to public libraries. 

Waldner’s petition is actually an 
amendment of his first suit, which 
called for a special election and which 
was refused by the commission. 
Barney said the suit was improperly 
presented. Waldner changed some of 
the wording, but otherwise did not 
modify the petition. 


In his amended petition, dated 
August 23, Waldner said, the ‘‘De- 
fendants are fraudulently and self- 
servingly ignoring selected portions 
of the involved statutes.’’ 


No weir on Jordan 


No temporary saltnon weir will be 
placed in the Jordan River this fall. 
Department of Natural Resources’ 
efforts to halt spawning chinook 
salmon were stymied by the Septem- 
ber 8 vote of the River Zoning Board, 

The negative vote on allowing the 
DNR a variance on wild-scenic river 
regulations would have had to be 
appealed to the Natural Resources 
Commission. 

DNR biologist Steve Swan, speak- 
ing of the DNR cancellation on 
September 15, said the appeal pro- 
cess, even if successful, would have 
put them too late in the spawning 
season. 

Instead, the project will be post- 
poned until next year, with possible 
revisions worked out. 

Swan predicted a strain on the river 
environment with hundreds of ‘‘snag- 
gets'' sctambling for the big fish 
going upstream. He said they would 
attest as many snaggets as possible, 
but around-the-clock control would be 
difficult. ‘‘It’s like an insurrection,'' 


he said. 

The DNR site choice “% of a mile 
above Rogers Bridge was the chief 
cause for the objections, according to 
most observers. But Swan reiterated 
that they had tried a weir at the 
bridge a year ago, and found it ‘‘not a 
good site.’’ 

Swan explained that the 9,000 
chinook expected in the Jordan this 
fall were not planted in the Jordan by 
the DNR. These fish are descendents 
of salmon originally planted eise- 
where some yeats ago, he said, and 
about 10 % of that planting strayed 
into the Jordan at spawning time. 

Subsequently their offspring, of 
course, returned and rapidly in- 
creased the population of chinook 
through their own spawning. 

The DNR says the 300,000 finger- 
lings, planted in the Jordan last 
spring in anticipation of a successful 
weir project, will not be returning to 
the Jordan for another three or four 
yeats when they will be mature.

While most of us are 
sleeping in bed, there is 
now one man in Boyne 
City who shows up to 
work about midnight to 
start his day for his new 
business. 

The business, The 
Bread Box, opened 
last week amid the trau- 
mas, the start up prob- 
lems and _ everything 
else, but, it was an 
instant success accord- 
ing to the dozen or so 
donut eaters and unof- 
ficial bread tasters who 
have tasted the mer- 
chandise. 

But that is not unex- 
pected as Bill Kadro- 
vach starts to mix up 
the ingredients for the 
day’s baking. 

Kadrovach, who for 
the past 17 years was 
the chief baker at the 
Country Star Supermar- 
ket, has worked all 
those years perfecting 
his recipes and the bak- 
ing talent needed to 
come up with 10 differ- 
ent varieties of breads, 
10 varieties of roils, 
raised donuts and fried 
cakes. 

He said that the shop 
will also be making 
cookies and cakes. 
Wedding cakes will be 
made to order, he 


hopes to start baking 
pies as soon s& pos- 
sible to cover that end 
of the baked goods bus- 
iness. 

Kadrovach is not 
alone, though, it is a 
family business. He is 
assisted by his wife, 
Sandy, who starts her 
day as early as five a.m. 
She, in turn, is helped 
by the children in the 
family, Natalie, Jenifer, 
and even Kristine at 
times. 

All the fresh baked 
goods are made from 
scratch according to 
Kadrovach, unlike some 
other places that use 
frozen dough that is 
prepared ahead and 
then just baked. 

One look around the 
store and you can see 
the many containers of 
different kinds of flour 
used in the baking pro- 
cess. And all the equip- 
ment that is necessary 
to make the breads and 
the other goods the 
store features. 

The store is tastefully 
decorated and features 
a porcelain stove as a 
center piece that 
attracts the eye. 

The shop, which until 
last year was used as a 
print shop, was just 


rebuilt to the specifica- 
tions that are necessary 
for the baking business. 

While the original 
front of the building 
was left intact on Lake 
Street, the entire rear of 
the store was torn down 
and rebuilt. A new floor 
was poured to hold the 
heavy equipment and 
the oven that Kadro- 
vach uses. 

The bakery has a 
changed look from the 
normal store as the 
walls in the customer 
area ate = papered, 
with the exception of 
two areas where the 
original brick is ex- 
posed. That area is 
sealed with paint to 
comply with the health 
codes. 

While it is necessary 
to enter the building 
from the Front Street 
entrance, because of the 
construction on Lake 
Street, both entrances 
will be utilized after the 
completion of both 
streets. 

When asked what 
they intend to do with 
the leftover and unsold 
merchandise, Kadro- 
vach said that he will be 
freezing the day-old 
baked goods until Sun- 
day morning when he 


haif off. 

Their opening days 
for the shop was not 
without problems, 
though, as the entire 
day’s worth of baked 
goods had to be thrown 
away because of a mal- 
function in the new 
oven. The temperature 
would not get hot 
enough to bake. After a 
small adjustment, the 


shop was off and run- 
uing and baking goods 
like mad to make up for 
the unplanned loss. 

If you visit the shop, 
you will find out that 
one of the hardest 
things to do is to control 
your buying habit as the 
fresh baked items are 
displayed in quantity, 
and it is hard to have 
‘‘just one donut’,
